Action Line has received two questions 


asking whether City Commissioners Jim 
Lightfoot, H.R. Stroube Jr. and Wayne 
Norris own stock in Texas Utilities, the 
parent company of Texas Power and 
Light. 


All three men reply that they do not own 


any of this stock. 


Lightfoot says "I don't own any stock in 


anything." 


Stroube says "No, tell them I don't." 
Norris says "The only thing I get from 


them each month is my bill." 


We hear so much about county tractor 


operators and (road and) bridge employes 
drawing low wages. How much does a road 
and bridge employe get per hour, and how 
does this compare with private em- 
ployment in this area? 


The county's road and bridge employes 


are paid $459 a month, which for the 
number of hours they work is at the hourly 
rate of $2.65, says Com. Ellis Montgomery. 


As to how this compares to the private 


sector, Montgomery notes "it depends on 
the worker and who employs him. Some 
make $3.50 an hour, others may make up to 
$5 an hour." 


On the night of April 16 at about 11 p.m. I 


called the police because someone tried to 
break in. I waited for over an hour for 
them to come, and they never did. What 
kind of police force do you have? Suppose 
this happens in the future?

Since 
that time, as uniforms wear out, only 
replacements, about 10 each year, are 
bought. 


It's a matter of economics-saving the 


taxpayers some money-because it costs 
too much to change colors and buy a 
complete set of new uniforms for an entire 
44-man squad," Lindsey said. 


What is the hazardous substances 


committee I understand there's an effort 
to make handgun bullets declared a 
hazardous substance. 


You probably are thinking of the U.S. 


government's Consumer Product Safety 
Commission which has been petitioned by 
the Chicago-based Committee for Han- 
dgun Control to ban bullets as a hazardous 
substance. 


Richard 0. Simpson, chairman of the 


CPSC, discussed this recently during a 
press conference while in Dallas. He was 
quoted as saying that banning bullets 
because they are a hazardous product 
would be a "backdoor approach" to gun 
control, and is a decision the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission prefers to 
avoid making. Simpson said Congress is to 
decide whether to remove from the 
commission's jurisdiction the right to ban 
bullets. 


He voiced his belief this is a social issue 


which should be debated by elected of- 
ficials with a "conscious decision" then 
made by them. Despite the objections by 
the commission, he noted, two federal 
judges have ruled that the CPSC does have 
jurisdiction and ordered the commission to 
consider petitions requesting the ban. 


It appears that the next move is up to 


Congress.

AUSTIN (AP) —The Texas 


Supreme Court today upheld a 
state district court judge's tem- 
porary injunction that sus- 
pended a $45 million increase in 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co.'s intrastate long distance 
rates. 


The court's ruling means that 


Bell cannot charge the rates, 
which it tried to place into ef- 
fect March 1, while the state's 
suit challenging the fairness of 
the rates is pending before Dis- 
trict Court Judge Tom Black- 
well of Austin. 


The decision was a victory 


for Atty. Gen. John Hill who 
contended that Texas' courts 
have the power to block utility 
rate increases that are found to 
be unreasonably high. 


In so ruling, the high court 


said it was not making a deter- 
mination whether Bell's rates 
were in fact unreasonable. 


In its M opinion, the court 


said that the judicary does not 
have the power to set or revise 


utility rates. 


"But the determination of 


whether rates fixed by the utili- 
ty are unreasonably high is a 
judicial function. In granting 
the relief here sought, the court 
does not fix a rate or prescribe 
a future charge; it does no 
more than determine whether 
the rate is fixed by Bell is, or 
is not, lawful," the court said. 


Bell had contended that in 


the absence of statewide utility 
regulation it could set whatever 
rates the traffic would bear. 
Bell maintained the courts had 
no power to interfere with its 
intrastate rates. 


A new state public utility 


commission with power to regu- 
late utility rates was created 
by this year's legislature, effec- 
tive Sept. 1. 


The court also agreed with 


Hill that the Texas Constitution 
gives the attorney general the 
authority to file suit to block 
what may be unreasonably high 
charges for intrastate telephone

bargaining procedure, she later 
announced "I reserve the right 
to change my mind on ar- 
bitration." 


JUST BEFORE THE meeting 


broke up she had modified this 
again to say "I think I'll take 
my vote to District Court." 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


Jr. had expressed previous 
doubts about arbitration during 
the 
bargaining 
sessions. 


Stroube did not like the idea that 
the arbitration panel would not 
be compelled to examine "the 
whole truth." 


None of the other com- 


missioners took a strong pro- 
arbitration stance, though R.A. 
Armistead expressed concern 
over taking the case directly to 
court where the city would have 


to pay all court costs and at- 
torney fees if it loses any part of 
either case. 


Another 
problem 
of 
the 


commission is that it wants to 
select an arbitrator, should one 
be needed, during an executive 
session. City Attorney Glenn 
Stewart said that he would 
investigate the possibility of 
doing this legally under the 
open meetings law. 


The city would have to ar- 


bitrate both cases separately. 


AS EXPECTED, firefighter 


attorney James Gill reiterated 
the firemen's desire to arbitrate 
their original contract. 


It was agreed that the 60-day 


bargaining period would end 
Thursday and that the com- 
mission would then have five 
days to decide how to answer 
the written request for ar- 
bitration. 


After making another effort 


to find money in the city budget, 
police bargainer Jack Smith 
also told the commission that he 
would also be submitting a 
written request for arbitration. 
The police negotiations are on 
the same schedule as the 
firefighters. 


While 
not 
finding 
any 


available funds in the present 
budget, Smith jumped at City 
Manager 
Dick 
Ballenger's 


suggestion 
from 
the 
last 


meeting that an increase in 
sanitation rates might provide 
additional money. 


Upon being informed that 


increasing home rates by 50 
cents monthly and increasing 
container rates by $1 would 
raise $42,000, Smith suggested 
"I respectfully submit I have 
found the money you said to 
find." 


THE POLICEMEN modified 


their original request of $54,000 
total to one based on a cost of 
living increase of 10 per cent 
plus an improvement of the 
retirement program. The total 
bill on this package would be 
about $32,000 since $5,000 would 
also be needed to improve the 
retirement program for other 
city workers. 


Commissioners Wayne Norris 


and Jim Lightfoot both ex- 
pressed a sympathetic interest 
irt considering the cost of living 
increase for all city employes. 
But Mrs. Youngblood reminded

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Local schools receive federal grant 


A $63,750 federal grant to 


provide counseling services and 
psychological testing for local 
elementary students has been 
awarded the Corsicana school 
district. 


The grant, announced by Rep. 


Olin E. Teague, will provide 
funds for the district to hire a 
psychologist, two counselors 
and three aides to work with 
students at the elementary 
level. 


School Supt. Joe Lindsey said 


he hoped to have the program 
underway when school starts in 
August. Efforts to locate the 
added personnel have already 


begun, Lindsey said. 


SPECIFICALLY, 
THE 


money will be used to counsel 
students with problems of peer 
report, discipline on school 
buses, teacher-pupil problems, 
and similar adjustment dif- 
ficulties. 


Lindsey said the district 


hopes to eliminate some of the 
problems now being dealt with 
at upper grade levels by 
treating them where they begin. 
Much of the work done by the 
added 
counselors 
will 
be 


preventative in nature, 
he 


noted. 


THE COUNSELING plan was 


the second of three priorities for 
which local school officials 
requested federal funding. The 
remaining two — a reading 
skills program and a com- 
munity 
awareness 
and 


education plan — were not 
approved for funding. Total 
money requested by the district 
was 9256,486. 


Lindsey said the district was 


pleased to receive the funding, 
but regretted 
not receiving 


funds for the reading skills 
program, which he termed one 
of the biggest problems the 
district must overcome. Many 


school 
districts 
requesting 


funds for 1975-76 received no 
money at all, Lindsey noted. 


THE FUNDING REQUEST 


was made after meetings by a 
17-member advisory committee 
discussed problem areas within 
the district and then listed them 
by importance. 


Among the duties of the new 


personnel will be to help with 
discipline problems on school 
buses by providing an aide on 
certain buses to relieve the 
driver 
of discipline 
respon- 


sibility. 


The 
plan 
calls 
for 


psychologist to divide his time 


between the six elementary 
schools while each counselor 
will be assigned three of the 
schools. 
In 
addition 
to 


monitoring the school buses, the 
aides will also visit parents and 
provide information to coun- 
selors in improving bus con- 
ditions 
and 
eliminating 


problems. 


Funding for the new program 


is renewable each year, Lindsey 
said. Annaul evaluations of the 
program's 
success 
and 


notations of possible additions 
or changes will be made before 
the request is submitted for an 
additional year's funding.

Carrillo grants instructed 
verdict against Archer Parr 


HEBBONVILLE, Tex. (AP) 


— District Court Judge O.P. 
Carrillo today granted a motion 
for 
an 
instructed 
verdict 


against suspended Duval Coun- 
ty Judge Archer Parr. 


The motion thus ended the 


slow-moving trial which sought 
to permanently remove Parr 
from office. 


Parr's lawyer said he will ap- 


peal the ruling. 


Immediately 
after 
ruling, 


Judge Carrillo called a recess 
for preparation of instructions 
to the jury, scheduled to arrive 
at the courthouse at 9 a.m. 


The motion was filed Monday 


at Parr's ouster trial by Dis- 
trict Attorney Arnulfo Guerra 
after Parr failed to appear at 
San Diego for a deposition 
hearing. 


Guerra first urged that Judge 


Carrillo grant the motion Mon- 
day, but the judge took the mo- 
tion under advisement. Only a 
few minutes after the trial re- 
opened Tuesday, Guerra again 
pressed for a ruling. 


The judge then recessed the 


trial until today to study the 
motion and legal briefs from 
Guerra and defense lawyer

Painless economics 
for the masses 


By Helen Bohn Jordan 


(NEA) - So rich in British 


imports is the diet offered by 
public television nowadays that 
there's a tendency to gloss over 
the first-rate quality of some of 
the homegrown fare. A case in 
point is Wall Street Week, 
hosted by veteran newsman and 
economics 
expert Louis 


Rukeyser. 


Now in its fifth season, and 


the only national show about 
money on either commercial or 
public television, Wall Street 
Week doesn't emanate from the 
fabled concrete canyons of 
lower Manhattan, as one might 
expect, but from a state game 
park in the countryside near 
Baltimore. This bucolic produc- 
tion site is the location of 
WMPB, one of several stations 
comprising 
the Maryland 


Center for Public Broadcasting. 
From here, within hours of the 
close of the New York Stock 
Exchange on Fridays, Wall 
Street Week is beamed live at 
8:30 p.m. — 52 weeks of the 
year — to some 240 public 
television stations in 50 states. 


That's a lot of stations, con- 


sidering that the relatively new 
PBS 
S t a t i o n 
P r o g r a m 


Cooperative 
now permits 


stations to purchase shows they 
believe viewers really want to 
see. During a recent round of 
voting at the cooperative, Wall 
Street Week emerged as the 
most-wanted program, moving 
up from third place last year, 
when it was outstripped only by 
the acclaimed Sesame Street 
and Electric Company. 


"Our audience has continued 


to increase through bull 
markets and bear markets and 
recessions," Louis 
Rukeyser 


commented recently, literally 
taking time off for an inter- 
view, while writing sections of 
script for a show due to air in a 
few hours. 


"Most of the wise guys are 


wrong when they conclude that 
people don't want to hear about 
economics," he continued. 
"There has been a school of 
thought popular among televi- 
sion network executives that 
one of the subjects you couldn't 
do effectively on television is 
economics, because it's to dull 
or too complicated to catch a 
large audience. 


"The trouble with that sort of 


reasoning is that, sure, when 
you say 'economics,' people's 
eyelids get heavy. But the 
minute you say 'money,' their 
eyes pop open and their nostrils 
flare, and you have their full 
attention. 


"We've found that people are 


intensely interested in news 
about money, as long as you 
meet two requirements: First, 
that you put it to them in 
something resembling the 
English language, as opposed to 
polysyllabic jargon; second, 
that you do it with a certain 
amount of flair, because people 
want a little 
entertainment 


along with their information." 


Flair and irreverent wit have 


become 
h a l l m a r k s 
of 


Rukeyser's approach to the 
potentially 
weighty financial 


and economic material Wall 
Street Week deals with. They're 
evident when he puts a viewer 
question to the show's panel of 
experts (recruited 
from the 


financial 
communities 
of 


Baltimore, Washington and 
New York), and refers to them 
as "the world's most unlikely 
looking 'Dear Abbys.' " 


But this bit of banter relaxes 


the audience for a brief interval 
before a panelist tackles such 
questions as, "How does a 
hedge fund work?"; "To whom 
does the government owe the 
money in the federal debt?"; 
"What is the overall outlook for 
municipal bonds?" 


Viewer mail is important and 


the questions used on air are all 
"real," carefully selected from 
over 60.000 letters received by 
the show each year. 


Given the caliber of the 


questions, it's not surprising to 
learn that a large number of 
brokers 
a n d 
f i n a n c i a l 


professionals watch the show 
regularly, along with a more 
general audience that "runs a 


wide gamut of income groups 
and geographical groups," ac- 
cording to Rukeyser. 


"Many of our viewers own no 


stocks or bonds, but write in to 
tell us that they watch us 
because they find the show a 
painless way of keeping up with 
the economy." 


What is surprising is the fact 


that 10- and 12-year-old children 
watch Wall Street Week. 
They've been given shares of 
stock, and as a result are 
stimulated to learn about the 
market, in the opinion of 
producer John Davis, who join- 
ed the show in 1973. A signifi- 
cant number of college students 


also is on hand when the 
rhythmic, ticker 
tape-inspired 


theme, "TWX in 12 Bars," 
opens the show each week. 
"People use us as a way to start 
learning about the economy," 
Davis states. 


This is precisely what Ex- 


ecutive Producer Anne Truax 
Darlington had in mind in 1970, 
when she conceived the idea for 
Wall Street Week. "The main 
thought behind the program 
was to teach people how the 
capital markets of our country 
work," she recalls. "Anybody 
who watches the show knows 
that it has never been JUST 
about Wall Street - ever.

Kissinger upset reporter got garbage 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger is distressed that a reporter 
is rooting through his garbage 
in search of a story. 


Jay Gourley, 27, a reporter 


for the National Enquirer, a 
weekly published in Lantana, 
Fla., collected five bags of 
trash from in front of Kissin- 
ger's Georgetown home early 
Tuesday and hauled it away to 
sift through the debris. 


So far, the reporter said he 


has determined that someone in 
Kissinger's home uses patent 
medicine, 
smokes Marlboro 


cigarettes 
and 
occasionally 


throws away the morning paper 
unopened. 


The reporter said he found no 


official documents in the trash 
but added, "We've run into a 
couple of interesting things so 
far. We don't often get Henry 
Kissinger's garbage. This is a 
real prize." 


Kissinger and his wife Nancy 


had other ideas about the gar- 
bage grab. 


"This has caused grave ang- 


uish to Mrs. Kissinger, and the 
secretary of state is really re- 
volted by what he considers a 
violation of the privacy of his 
house," said a State Depart- 
ment spokesman. 


"Frankly, I'm sure 
most 


members of the press would 
agree with this," the spokes- 
man added. 


Gourley said he found Kissin- 


ger's trash in bags lined up on 
the sidewalk in front of the sec- 
retary's home. "Fortunately, 
he uses the sturdy kind that 
don't open," Gourley said. 


A Secret Service agent guard- 


ing the house shouted, "Hey, 
what are you doing?" 


Gourley said he kept talking 


to the agent while he stashed 
the bags in the trunk of his car. 
"I knew once I got them into 
the car there was no way they 
could get them away from 
me," Gourley said. 


He was quickly surrounded 


by Secret Service agents and 
metropolitan police who delib- 
erated for 2% hours whether he 
could keep the trash. 


"It got kind of funny," Gour- 


ley said. "Some of them were 
pretty upset but they weren't 
rude and they kept telling me I 
wasn't under arrest." 


Gourley left with Kissinger's 


garbage after Secret Service 
agents determined that once 
trash is placed beyond a man's 
home, it legally is no longer his 
property.

supplemental security income 
(SSI) 
payments because of 


failure to report a change of 
address continues to create 
hardships for people eligible to 
receive either or both kinds of 
checks. 
David 
Helmer, 


manager of the Corsicana 
Social Security Office, said that 
of course the person should 
immediately notify his post 
office, but he should also notify 
the social security office by 
letter, phone, or in person. 


Helmer pointed out that 


failure to include the claim 
number on the notice to the 
social security office will cause 
delay in getting checks coming 
to the new address. Everyone 
who receives a social security 
green check or an SSI gold 
colored check should tell the 
social security office his claim 
number when he moves. For an 
SSI check, this number is 
always the person's own social 
security card number. For 
someone 
receiving 
social 


security checks, however, the 
claim number may be his own 
or that of some other person 
(such as husband, wife, or 
parent) on whose work record 
the payments are being made. 
Social security claim numbers 
always have an alphabetical 
letter, such as A, B, D, or E, at 
the end. This letter is important 
because it designates the kind of 
payment 
being 
made- 


retirement, disability, widow's 
wife, etc. 


Persons wishing to report a 


change of address in Corsicana 
should call the Social Security 
Office at 874-8206. Out of town 
residents and those living in 
Freestone County may call 
station to station collect.
